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Continuation of 3. The proposed amendments to the claims will not be entered, because they raise issues that require further 
consideration and search. Claim 1 has been amended to add the clause "wherein the nucleic acid fragment is for the diagnosis of 
maturity onset diabetes of the young (MODY) or the risk of MODY in ethnic Korean humans." Use of the claimed nucleic acid fragment for 
diagnosis in a Korean population has not been previously presented, and therefore, requires new considerations. For example, 
compliance with the enablement requirement of 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st paragaraph must be revisited in light of this amendment. Claims 1 and 
2 have also been amended to recite that the claimed fragment contains more than 23 contiguous nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1. Only 10 
contiguous nucleotides were required previously, and therefore, this new limitation presents issues that require further search and 
consideration.
